A NEW RACE 


Are we breeding a new race of people in Alberta ? This is 
a question raised by Toronto Saturday Night a short time 
ago, and followed up by the Lethbridge Herald. The Herald 
sees in the excess of ozone, the high power of actinic rays, 
and the far horizons, a few reasons why Albertans may 
think and act differently. Another admission which no one 
can dispute is that we are incurable optimists, a spirit 
which no amount of sterm reality can destroy. “We are 
visionary” adds the Herald. “Twice in the last twenty- 
years we have set out to cure the ills of man with a brand 
new political philosophy all our own. We love to listen to 
speeches. It is doubtful if any part of Canada can produce 
such enthusiasm. We always hope for that glow to our souls 
that we so enjoy. The rarified air seems to make it easy 
for us to think up great schemes. Politically we are the 
“show the world type.” Our Canadian brothers think we 
are a “queer breed of cats,” but if we can just get hard¬ 
surfaced highways so people can reach Alberta, the world 
may become so interested that they will come in great 
numbers to investigate us. 

Both the l^thbridge Herald and the Toronto Saturday- 
Night have neglected to mention another explanation of 
Alberta and “Why Albertans are so.” A great many of 
us who adventured to this country and found in it a meas¬ 
ure of fulfilment for the spirit, at least, were restless young 
people. Cast your memory back over thirty, forty, fifty 
years and recall if that is not true. You were not dnly 
young, an attribute not rare in itself, but you were more 
or less in revolt. You wanted something new. You were 
weary of neatly squared concessions and sidelines, and the 
life which followed the sime pattern. You were lured by 
the thought of great spaces, of twisty unpredictable trails; 
of a freedom from rules and traditions, which seemed to 
prevail for no good leason except that they had always 
prevailed.

RURAL PROBLEMS AND MINISTERS 


Nq annual convention reflects the rural viewpoint more 
omprehensively than the gathering of represents .ive? 

It is here that rural problems 


from rural municipalities, 
n relation to provincial administration are discussed. For 
this reason it is highly desirable that government ministers 
-hould be present in as great a number as poss ble. There 
is no better opportunity for the ministry to come in direct 
,-ontact with municipal matters, and the quality of men who 
administer them. And from the standpoint of the eonven- 
ion, a great many vexatious questions can be cleared up on 
.he spot if those in authority are present. 

It was therefore disappointing to those^at the recent con¬ 
vention whrjn neither Premier Aberhart, Hon. W. A. Fallow 
lor Dr. W. W. Cross, were present. They were invited and 
expected, but the government’s representative was Hon. 
Jhas. Cockroft, minister of municipal affairs. 

The discussions and resolutions centred largely on muni¬ 
cipal obligations in regard to our shifting populations, and 
to public works relief. It was important that Dr. Cross, 
minister of relief, and Mr. Fallow, minister of public works 
be present. As a result of their absence, the opportunity 
was lost to present every angle of the relief burden, and to 
get some definite understanding as to the liability of muni¬ 
cipalities for those who leave-the district. 

There was also some' time spent in regard to the distri¬ 
bution of public works, and it was agreed that the munici¬ 
pal councils should have the right to decide the location of 
proposed works and those who should be employed. This 
included work in which prosperity certificates were used. 

Other matters of moment to all rural Alberta were 
brought up at the convention, and it would have been much 
more satisfactory if a better representation from the gov¬ 
ernment had been present—better both for administrations 
and for the public.

As a result of last Thursday’s wind 
storm, heavy damagfe was done to Val¬ 
ley derricks and other oil equipment. 

Derrick’s • on Calmont, A.P. Con., 
Southern Lowery 1, Freehold and Mc¬ 
Leod No. 4 wells toppled to the 
ground. The derrick on the Cabnont 
well wa8/of steel construction and was 
expected to stand the force of the 
wind better than wooden derricks. 

In addition, a number of oil storage 
tanks in the field were damaged. In 
a few instances the roof of the stor¬ 
age tanks were tom off. 

The derricks destroyed were over¬ 
producing 'or inactive wells and it will 
not be neceessary to rebuild them.

Cnadian wheat is seldom used 
abroad as the main ingredient in mak¬ 
ing a loaf of bread.

Such bread 
is nutritious, of good flavour, but is 
not very palatable; the loaf is small 
and heavy, not very attractive nor ap¬ 
petizing. 

When, however, as.little as fifteen 
per cent, of Manitobas is mixed with 
native wheats an almost magical 
change takes place; the loaf now' be¬ 
comes large, attractive, rather moist, 
of even silky texture with a crumb 
that is elastic and of a very light 
cream colour; it has "a nutty flavour, 
is palatable and also has a thin good 
golden-brown crust. 

European people like this improved 
bread when they can obtain it and 
when they can afford it. 

It is the inherent quality found in 
good Canadian varieties, and in a few 
other wheats, called “strength”— 
meaning quantity and quality of glu¬ 
ten—that is capable of bringing about 
this decided improvement in the Euro¬ 
pean loaf. 

Canadian wheat today is the 
“strongest” wheat in commerce. This 
is the only reason why foreign millers 
require it. It seems, therefore, that 
we must continually strive to maintain 
this superior “strength,” or “quality” 
in our wheat if the world is to contin¬ 
ue to “want” it.
